The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1. 126 which requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved 
throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are 
presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest numbered claims previously 
presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 2 - 23, as presented in the amendment, have been renumbered 31-52. 

The amendment filed on July 1 1, 2002 canceling all claims drawn to the originally presented invention and presenting new claims 
drawn to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The 
remaining claims are not readable on the originally presented (and effectively elected by original presentation) invention because the 
newly presented claims are drawn to a physiological monitor/method for monitoring/estimating a pulse rate and do not include a 
method of approximating a signal using a waveform scrubber, as set forth in the originally presented claims.
